COUNTY SEPARATION. 


We ask the attention of the taxpayers of 
North Uastings in general—and of the Town- 
saip of Madec in particular—to a few word- 
furtl.er on the separation of the North from 
the South Riding of the County of Hastings 
It is admitied }y all, that sooner or later the 
separation must take place; Lut there is some 
little difference of opiniun as to the proper 
time to commence toking steps towards that 
end. Some say that separation will inersns 
our taxes; others, that if itis desired to hav 
the village of M:sdoce chosen as the new 
county seat, it would be better to wait till the 
elaims ¢f Sti:ling on one tide, und the views 
of Mr Flint with regard to Bridgewat-r cn 
the «ther, can be more successiully coutended 
against,—thai in fact it is foolishly prema- 
turo to put forward any sort cf claim-on be- 
balf of Mocoe at the present tine.
